They 
vcre made of hammered gold, stood in a 
oot of gold, and had six branches of gold 
dooming all along in six llliei of gold each, 
ndlips of gold from which the candles 
[fted their holy firo. And tho best houses 
n any city ought to bo the churches—the 
best built, the best' ventilated, the best 
wept, the best windowed and tho best 
handeUerocl. I.o£ cabins may do in nei(;h- 
jorhoods where most of the people live in

self than for your Lord und King. Do 
uot live in a parlor and put our Christ 
n n kitchen. Those seven candlesticks 01' 
which I speak were not made out ot 
lOWter or iron; tliey wore golden car.d'.e- 
sticks, and gold is not only a valuable but 
a bright metal. Have every thin;: about 
your church bright-your ushers with 
smilinK faces, your music jubilant, your 
handshaking cordial, your entire service 
attractive. 
Mirny people foci that in 


churoh they must look dull in order to bo 
reverential, and many whoso faces in 
other kinds of assemblage show all the 
different 
phases of emotion, 
have in 


church no more expression than the bade 
wheel of a hearic. Brichten up and bo re- 
sponsive. If you feel like weeping, weep. 
If you fool like smiling, smilo. If you foci 
indignant at some wrong assailed from tho 
pulpit frown. Do not leave your natural- 
ness und resiliency homo because it is 
Sunday moraine;. If as officers of a church 
you meet people at tho church door with a 
black- look and havo tho music biuck, and 
tho minister in black preach a black sor- 
moa and from invocation to benediction 
hnvc-.bc impression black, fow will come, 
and those who do como will wish they had 
not como at nil. 


Golden candlesticks: Scour up the six 


lilios on each branch and know that tho 
dore lovely and bright they are, the more 
fit they are to hold the light But a Christ- 
loss church is a damage to the world rather 
than a pood. Cromwell stabled his caval- 
ry horses in St. Paul's Cathedral, and 
many now uso tho church as a placo in 
which to stable their vanities and worldli- 
noss. A worldly church Is a candlestick

Ancient Um» of Clay. 


In Juno last an interesting archaeological 


discovery was rnado at Sonderby, on the 
West coast of Jutland. It consisted of 
about thirty urus of clay found in a mass 
at a depth of three feet. They occupied an 
area four feet wide and ten feet long. 
Formerly there was a.shallow lake here. 
Most of tho vessels rested noon rough 
stones, but there was no trace of stone 
walls or roof; they varied from two to 
eight inches in height.' In most of them 
lay ashes and remnants of calcined bones, 
while tha .bottom was lined with somo 
reed-like kind of grass. Somo of the urns 
had lids, but others appear to have been 
placed in the earth open. Most of them 
were very simple in form, with smooth 
sides, but on somo of tho larger there were 
three knota at tho sides, and attempts at 
rough ornamentation. No metal or stone 
implement was found. In the same moss 
some hURli oak trunks wcro also dug out.— 
JV. r. Post.
